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THE  DEFECTION  AT  GENEVA. 

Otntra,  Ftb.  13A,  1860. 

The  eneient  Cttjr  of  Caitin,  Oenera,  is  now  exter¬ 
nally  and  spiritually  under  the  pressure  of  heary  altera¬ 
tions.  The  earthly  bulwarks  xery  expensively  built  nearly 
150  years  a^  against  the  threatening  powers  of  Popery, 
and  which  were  as  a  material  barrier  round  that  city 
opposed  to  the  intreduction  of  Romanism  within  its 
walls,  are  leveled  by  the  new  Government ;  and  already 
the  place  is  stated  on  the  ground  where  a  Romanist 
church  will  be  erected. 

In  meantime,  the  adversary  is  at  work  against  that 
BMt,  with  which  the  Reformation  had  as  it  were  in¬ 
trusted  the  jealousy  of  the  Protestaniism,  as  an  opposer 
to  the  Abies  of  Rome ;  and  which  a  new  and  heavenly 
Re' has.  from  more  than  thirty  years,  committed 
again  to  the  testimony  of  true  believers. 

An  opposition,  unheard  hitherto  in  Geneva,  even  from 
the  most  daring  school  of  Socinianism,  has  manifested 
itself.  One  of  the  Professors  of  the  New  Theological 
School  of  the  Oratory,  M.  Edward  Scherer,  of  the  city 
of  Strasbourg,  whom  Dr.  Merle  and  his  colleagues  had 
called,  from  some  ]rears.  as  a  Professor  of  exegesis,  and 
who  had  proved  himself  to  be  a  learned  and  intelligent 
teacher,  has  openly  declared  and  written  his  rationalist 
views  on  the  sacred  inspiration,  together  with  a  real 
mysticiaas;  aa4  in  eoaaaqiiaaaa  haa  raaignful  his  oAca 
in  the  Evangelical  School  of  the  Oratory. 

Not  a  few  of  the  young  men  whom  he  taught  have 
embraced  his  doctrines,  and  they  were  immediately  dis-* 
missed  from  the  tuition  of  the  Evangelical  School,  but, 
however,  afler  repeated  examination,  private  and  earnest 
admonitions  and  teachings. 

Those  students  are  not  the  only  ones  whom  that  ra¬ 
tionalism  has  enveloped.  A  large  number  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  National  Academy  are  also  desirous  to  be 
informed  into  the  same  doctrines,  and  afrer  application 
to  the  Government  for  a  public  place  of  lectures,  they 
have  easily  obtained  one  of  the  very  rooms  assigned  from 
years  to  the  teaching  of  the  old  and  orthodox  divinity  of 
the  Reformation :  though  miserably  occupied  by  quite 
another  divinity ;  but  never  by  any  opposition  to  the  in¬ 
spiration  of  the  sacred  volume. 

The  new  doctrines,  which  are  the  bold  German  ratian- 
alism,  not  only  deny  all  verbal  inspiration  of  any  reve¬ 
lation  of  God,  but  go  so  far  as  to  disown  the  divine 
authority  of  the  New  Testament,  almost  in  its  full  ex¬ 
tent.  “  The  three  first  Gospels.  saysM.  Scherer,  are  not 
inspired ;  and  together  with  them  the  Acta,  the  Epistle 
to  the  Hebrews,  and  of  James,  the  second  of  Peter,  the 
Epistle  of  Jude,  and  the  Revelation  of  John.” 

“  It  is  enough,  says  he,  for  aur  faith,  to  have  a  sure 
historical  narrative  of  Jesus  Christ  and  his  sayings  and 
life  :  when  that  certainty  is  being  united  to  a  moral  evi¬ 
dence.  The  unction  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  the  same  in 
any  believer  and  in  the  Apostles :  and  if  Paul  or  John 
are  more  worthy  of  trust,  it  is  because  they  were  most 
eminent  among  believers,”  dtc. 

“  He  considers  the  testimony  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  as 
being  the  same  with  the  conscience  of  a  Christian.  That 
experimental  proof  is  united  only  to  the  religious  parts 
of  the  New  Testament.  One  feels  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
speaks  in  this  or  that  prayer  of  Paul  or  John ;  we  do  not 
feel  it  in  a  genealogy.” 

“  The  writings  of  the  Apostles  not  only  are  monuments 
of  their  apostolical  preaching,  but  besides  they  breathe 
the  spirit  which  animated  those  chosen  vessels ;  in  fact, 
they  are  the  production  of  great  saints,  or  great  heroes 
in  religion." 

“  The  inspiration  is  not,  as  it  is  generally  supposed, 
a  surnatural  mechanism,  but,  in  its  nature,  it  is  quite  the 
same  as  that  which  every  believer  has  a  right,  and  a  duty, 
to  desire,”  Ac. 

“  In  the  Apostles  that  inspiration  is  merely  a  religious 
one,  and  keeps  them  from  error  in  the  same  measure  as 
sin  procreates  error,  and  holiness  intelligence.  That  in¬ 
spiration  depyends  equally  on  personality,  as  on  the 
Spirit  which  communicates  it,”  &c. 

Then  Mr.  S.  complains  that  the  Canon  has  received 
many  spurious  writings,  and  has  not  admitted  others : 
for  instaitoe,  the  Epietle  of  Barnabas.  Elspecially  he  says  :  | 

“  The  Revelation  of  John  has  seen  its  predictions  con¬ 
tradicted  by  the  very  facts :  it  is  therefore  spurious,”  Ac. 

”  So  the  Bible  is  no  more  for  n  simple  believer  on 
authority,  but  a  treasure.  The  Bible  is  no  more  the  word 
of  God ;  it  contains  that  word.  The  general  tint  of 
divinity,  which  was  uniting  all  iu  parts,  is  no  more. 
The  Christian  reads  them  for  his  edification,  in  the  find¬ 
ing  there  of  his  Savior,  Ac.,  and  thus  he  exchanges  the 
letter  of  a  code  for  ilie  living  production  of  an  apostolical 
individuality,  an  authority  for  an  history,  and  (.which  is 
my  complete  view,)  says  he,  a  cabbalistical  ventriloquy, 
for  the  noble  accent  of  the  voice  of  man,”  Ac.,  Ac. 

One  may  suppose  how  deeply  afflicted  are  the  Profes¬ 
sors  of  the  Evangelical  School  of  the  Oratory,  when  they 
see  one  of  their  honored  and  so  highly  talented  colleagues 
so  directly  opposed  to  the  truth,  and  now  opposing  the 
word  of  inspiration  with  the  zeal  and  powers  of  a  youth¬ 
ful  energy  and  many  remarkable  abilities. 

They  have  immediately  manifested  their  abhorrence 
of  such  principles,  both  in  their  teachings,  and  in  direct 
lectures  against  the  error.  Dr.  Gaussen  is  now  sup¬ 
porting  publicly  numerous  theses,and  holding  regular  dis¬ 
putations  on  the  subject.  The  pastors  of  the  National 
Academy  are  also  preparing  lectures  on  the  same  topics 
and  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that,  as  it  is  written,  that 
heresy  will  cause  those  who  are  approved  to  come  forward. 
(1  Cor.  11  :  19,)  and  to  fight  for  the  faith  once  delivered 
to  the  saints.  The  Holy  Ghost  will  have  eare  of  his  own 
word,  and  provide*  for  defenders  of  such  a  cause,  and 
surely  the  shaking  of  the  root  will  cause  it  to  grasp  more 
firmly  to  the  rock. 

Dr.  Malan,  though  not  a  member  of  the  Evangelical 
School,  has  felt  it  his  duty  to  come  forward,  and  has  pub¬ 
lished  immediately  two  pamphlets ;  the  one:  The  autho¬ 
rity  of  the  Bible  is  proved  only  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  which 
is  addressed  to  the  disciples  of  the  Savior ;  and  the  other : 
The  whole  Bible  is  the  very  word  of  God ;  a  lengthened 
dialogue  between  a  father  <nd  his  young  son,  on  the 
divine  authority  of  the  word  of  Gkxl.  This  little  book 
being  appropriated  to  the  schools  and  to  the  domestic 
teaching.  Dr.  M.  is  actually  preparing  a  third  work, 
addressed  to  the  students,  and  of  a  more  scientific  and 
reasoned  nature. 

Never,  from  many  a  year,  the  church  of  Jesus  was 
alarmed  as  it  is  now.  M.  Scherer  was  indeed  considered 
by  the  generality  of  Christians  as  an  able  defender  of  the 
faith  i  and,  lo !  by  his  own  hands  are  darted  the  arrows 
of  unbelief:  the  very  weapons  of  death  for  many  souls !

ing  up  a  conspiracy  to  assassinate  the  priests  en  masse. 
He  pleaded  for  a  bloodless  revolution  by  the  ballot  box, 
and  warned  the  people  that  massacres  would  ruin  their 
cause.  It  is  hard  to  believe,  therefore,  that  he  has  issued 
sentence  of  death  against  the  Pope,  to  be  executed  by  a 
band  of  assassins.  Yet  such  is  the  current  opinion,  and 
serious  fears  sure  entertained  lest  the  Pope  should  be  re¬ 
ceived  by  an  “  infernal  machine”  upon  bis  entrance  into 
the  city.  Every  honest  republican  must  devoutly  hope 
that  no  such  attempt  will  be  made.  The  blow  given  to 
Rosse  was  a  grievous  wound  to  the  cause  of  Roman  lib¬ 
erty,  and  the  assassination  of  the  Pope  would  be  its  ev¬ 
erlasting  disgrace,  if  not  its  utter  ruin.  The  religious 
veneration  of  two  hundred  millions  of  Catholics,  and  the 
moral  sense  of  all  virtuous  men  could  not  be  so  outraged, 
and  Rome  escape  retribution. 

No  one  veaturse  lo  sajr  what  will  be  the  afreet  of  the 
Pope’s  return ;  whether  the  government  will  be  more  lib¬ 
eral,  or  whether,  as  the  priests  desire,  more  stringent 
measures  still  will  be  adopted,  especially  toward  Prot¬ 
estant  foreigners.  We  hear  threats  of  the  most  search¬ 
ing  investigation  to  ferret  out  every  man  in  the  land 
guilty  of  having  aided  in  the  distribution  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  in  Italy  during  the  last  few  years.

er,  made  them  no  adequate  return ;  for  the  most 
part,  it  filled  them  with  shame  and  confusion  of 
face.  And  yet  nothing  could  be  more  amazing  than 
their  reluctance  to  give  the  matter  up,  and  carry 
back  what  they  had  stolen. 

But  some,  I  noticed,  did  do  this.  The  cry  of ‘Stop 
thief!’  became  so  loud  and  painful  in  their  ears,  and 
withal  caused  such  a  sense  of  shame,  that  they  car¬ 
ried  all  their  affections  back,  and  bestowed  them 
upon  their  proper  owner.  And  their  faces  shone 
with  the  joy  and  peace  their  hearts  felt,  after  hav¬ 
ing  made  this  restitution.  The  Great  King  treated 
them  so  kindly,  notwithstanding  the  great  wrong 
they  had  done  him,  that  they  were  filled  with  amaze¬ 
ment.  Instead  of  handing  them  over  to  the  penalty 
of  the  law,  he  freely  pardoned  them  and  took  them 
at  once  into  his  own  family,  and  to  the  wonder  of 
all  they  were  called  ‘  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Lord 
Almighty,’  and  that  by  the  Great  King  himself. 

But  those,  who  have  not  been  stopped  by  the 
“  Stop  thief!”  they  have  already  heard,  but  have 
held  recklessly  on  in  the  repetition  of  their  robbe¬ 
ries — will  hear  from  the  injured  King  again.  He 
will  cause  the  great  voice  of  a  trumpet  sound  to 
reach  them.

‘‘  The  Priests  have  said,  and  Rome  understands  it  well, 

‘  the  people  remember  that  Christ  died  upon  the  cross  to 
break  their  chains,  and  that  we  have  rivited  them ;  that 
Christ  and  his  Apostles  did  not  preach  humility  from 
gilded  coaches  :  that  they  sacrificed  everything  for  the 
people,  and  that  we  grow  fat  at  their  expense,  that  they 
addressed  themselves  to  the  intelligence  of  the  people 
with  the  power  of  truth,  and  we  come  to  them  with  lies 
and  cannons.  But  Christ  was  not  a  king,  and  the  Pope 
is.

ment  of  great  good  cannot  be  appreciated  till  long 
after  he  has  been  removed  from  earth.  It  was  so 
with  Martin  Luther.  It  was  so  with  Cromwell. 
But  the  time  will  come,  under  the  providence  of 
God,  when  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bones  of  the 
prophet,  though  they  seem  dry,  still  have  the  pow¬ 
er  of  imparting  life.  The  instrument  is  again  to 
be  used  for  good,  and  some  voice  calls  him  out  from 
his  grave,  and  again  he  speaks  to  a  new  genera¬ 
tion,  though  dead.  I  do  not  know  that  the  time 
has  come  for  the  memoirs  of  Jedediah  Morse  to  be 
written.  Perhaps  the  prejudices  which  his  pecu¬ 
liar  position  created,  have  not  had  sufficient  time 
to  die,  and  all  be  buried.  Like  the  horses  and 
horsemen  of  stone  in  the  enchanted  castle,  they 
might,  at  the  first  notes  of  the  trumpet,  start  into 
life;  but  that  his  life  is  yet  to  be  written,  to  be 
read,  and  to  influence  the  world,  I  cannot  doubt. 

My  recollections  of  Dr.  Morse  are  those  of  boy¬ 
hood,  before  I  began  even  to  fit  for  college,  when 
I  sat  under  his  ministry.  They  are  very  distinct, 
and  I  can  see  them  as  clearly  as  amber  reveals  its 
embalmings.  It  may  not  be  the  less  interesting  to 
know  what  impressions  a  boy  would  and  did  re¬ 
ceive  from  this  remarkable  man.

a  face  stamped  with  Kindness,  and  an  eye  through 
which  a  mild,  benevolent  spirit  looked  out.  It  was 


the  religious  community Jvere  almost  unknown;

He  was  active  and  effectiv|in  getting  the  Middle¬ 
sex  canal  made,  at  a  timiwhen  the  community 
hardly  knew  what  the  wotJganal  meant.  He  was 
foremost  in  plans  and  act!  .'^y  in  starting  the  first 
religious  newspaper,  at  a  Che  when  not  a  printer 
iu  the  land  dared  encounte' me  risk  of  printing  it. 
He  was  ready,  at  the  call  of,  the  day,  to  plant  the 
school  of  the  prophets  at  An^ver,  to  lay  the  foun¬ 
dations  of  the  American  Beard,  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  and  of  all  kiiMred  institutions.  He 
called  his  people  together  aih  laid  before  them  the 
plan  and  system  of  Sabba^  schools,  among  the 
very  first  in  Massachusetts,  tad  when  but  few  ap¬ 
proved  of  the  plan.  I  was  K^nt  when  he  urged 
it  upon  his  people  at  a  speoitjumeetiug,  and  was  a 
pupil,  and  afterwards  a  teaeli^  in  this  school  from 
the  day  of  its  organization  ta  |he  time  of  my  leav¬ 
ing  the  place.  And  I  kno’V»J|ya^Jj»'3!*?9^ 
had  the  confidenoe  of  the  since, 

in  which  he  was  not  a  ploa«^  an  eftcient  helper, 
and  a  prompt  defender.  HU  liews  were  far-reach¬ 
ing  into  the  future,  and  whaklras  thought  by  some 
to  be  restlessness,  was  the  feelers  of  his  soul,  so  to 
speak,  put  forth  in  advance  of  his  generation. 

But  one  peculiar  work  whmh  Providence  called 
Dr.  Morse  to  do,  remains  to  be  mentioned.  I  have 
hinted  at  prejudices,  and  umopularity  which  at¬ 
tended  his  course.  It  is  well  known  that  for  a  long 
time  Unitarianism  had  been  creeping  into  the 
churches  in  and  around  Boston,  silently  and  secret¬ 
ly.  None  acknowledged  the  name,  and  were  aw¬ 
fully  hurt  at  any  hint  of  their  want  of  openness 
and  orthodoxy.  In  1805  Dr.  Morse  commenced 
the  Panoplist  to  meet  this  state  of  things.  It  soon 
became  the  rallying-point  of  orthodoxy,  and  fort 
against  which  all  manner  of  guns  were  discharged. 
It  lived  fifteen  years — till  it  had  accomplished  its 
work.  It  advocated  the  institution  and  the  theology 
of  Andover :  it  aided  to  call  out  new  churches  in 
and  about  Boston :  it  upheld  and  defended  the  doc¬ 
trines  of  the  Reformation :  it  promoted  pure  revi¬ 
vals  of  religion :  it  advocated  the  training  of  pious 
youngjmen  for  the  ministry,  by  the  churches:  it 
plead  for  the  destitute  at  the  West,  and  in  all  the 
waste  places  of  Zion ;  it  lifted  a  voice  loud  and 
earnest,  and  almost  unheard  of  before,  for  the  hea¬ 
then  :  it  severed  the  chaff  from  the  wheat,  and  led 
orthodox  ministers  to  come  out  and  cease  to  ex¬ 
change  pulpits  with  Unitarians ;  it  did  battle  for 
truth  with  a  singleness  of  purpose,  purity  of  mo¬ 
tive,  urbanity  of  speech,  accuracy  in  delineation, 
and  power  of  impression,  seldom  equaled.  And 
though  Dr.  Morse  had  the  sagacity  and  the  power 
to  gather  clear  and  powerful  minds,  like  that  of 
Evarts,  to  its  guidance,  yet  the  great  mission  which 
the  Panoplist  accomplished  was  greatly  owing  to 
him.  It  had  great  excellences  and  great  power, 
with  but  few  blemishes.  Some  of  its  views  seem¬ 
ed  almost  prophetic,  such  as  the  masterly  article 
on  the  Missouri  compromise,  from  the  pen  of  Ev- 
arts.  But  the  great  offense,  and  one  for  which 
there  was  no  forgiveness,  was  jhat  Dr.  Morse 
dragged  into  light  the  History  of  American  Unita¬ 
rianism,  published  in  London,  by  Dr.  Belsham. 
He  caused  it  to  be  published  in  Boston,  word  for 
word,  with  a  Preface  of  his  own — a  master-piece 
of  the  kind.  There  were  but  few  smiles  for  him 
after  that,  it  that  TTnitarianism 


that  the  end  of  all  things  is  at  hand.  It  would  be 
incorrect  to  say,  that  we  had  four  sermons ;  but  the 
exercise  was  quite  too  long  for  one,  in  the  ordinary 
ministrations  of  a  stated  preacher. 

Though  in  this  case,  I  cannot  say  that  his  man¬ 
ner  was  agreeable  to  ray  taste,  I  was  pleased  with 
his  apparent  sincerity,  and  I  doubt  not  he  would 
have  made  a  good  sermon,  if  he  had  kept  to  the 
point,  and  given  us  what  we  wanted,  the  whole  of 
one,  and  not  disjointed  parts  of  four.  As  he  went 
on  from  one  topic  to  another,  I  could  not  help  think¬ 
ing — “  Now,  my  worthy  friend,  I  hope  you  will 
live  to  preach  a  great  many  times  to  your  congre¬ 
gation  ;  and  if  so,  it  seems  to  me  that  you  are  using 
up  your  materials  quite  too  fast.  You  will  want 
some  of  them  next  Sabbath,  or  at  some  other  time, 
when  you  are  looking  for  texts  and  subjects,  after 
you  have  gone  over  the  whole  ground  so  often,  that 
you  will  be  at  a  loss  what  to  say  next.  Your  libe¬ 
rality  to  us  this  evening  demands  our  acknowledg¬ 
ments,  because  we  are  sure  it  is  well  meant,  but 
really,  it  is  more  than  we  had  any  right  to  expect, 
or  than  we  can  well  digest ;  and  we  shall  want  some 
of  it,  more  than  all  now,  when  we  come  again.” 

Such^  perhaps  I  ought  to  be  ashamed  tojconfeaa, 
vrejre  aoiofr  taFtatastaga;  as  was 

making  Bis  transitions,  but  I  could  not  well  help  it ; 
and  this  may  be  one  of  the  reasons,  as  I  have  al¬ 
ready  hinted,  why  I  have  forgotten  the  third  of  the 
four  sermons  of  which  the  discourse  was  made  up. 

Now,  is  there  not  the  same  fault  in  many  dis¬ 
courses  weekly  delivered  from  our  pulpits — or  am 
I  mistaken  ?  Do  not  some  very  worthy  preachers 
go  over  too  much  ground  in  one  day  ?  Would  they 
not  have  more  variety  in  their  sermons,  be  more 
instructive,  and  do  more  good,  if  they  kept  to  the 
point.  A  young  preacher,  when  he  settles  over  a 
congregation,  should  not  be  in  a  hurry  to  bring  out 
all  the  topics  which  his  commission  embraces,  in  a 
few  weeks  or  months.  For  his  own  sake  and  for 
his  people’s  sake,  he  ought  to  be  more  frugal.  He 
cannot  afford  to  throw  the  matter  of  three  or  four 
sermons  into  one  ;  and  if  he  could,  it  is  not  the  way 
to  indoctrinate  a  congregation.  It  is  not  “  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth.”  It  is  the  way  to  make 
everything  superficial  and  disjointed,  both  in  the 
ministrations  of  the  preacher,  and  the  minds  of  the 
hearers.  A  missionary,  who  goes  from  place  to 
place,  preaching  where  the  gospel  is  seldom  heard, 
may  be  indulged  in  a  wider  license,  for  the  obvious 
reason,  that  his  opportunities  are  so  “  few  and  far 
between.”

Rome,  Peb.  9th,  1850. 

Carnival,  the  continuation  of  the  old  piagan  Saturna¬ 
lia,  haa  been  but  a  dull  affair  this  season  in  Rome.  The 
better  class  of  citizens  have  abstained  from  the  amuse¬ 
ments  upon  principle,  to  show  their  dissatisfaction  with 
the  Government.  The  Romans  in  fact  are  in  earnest, 
and  fooleries  no  longer  suffice  with  them  instead  of  liber¬ 
ty.  The  prohibition  of  masks  no  doubt  had  some  effect 
to  diminish  the  festivity,  but  the  number  of  vacant  bal¬ 
conies  and  closed  windows  along'the  Corso,  and  the  al¬ 
most  entire  absence  of  respectable  Italians  in  the  coach¬ 
es,  showed  that  the  Romans  do  not  intend  to  be  amused 
at  present  The  French,  English,  Americans  and  the 
eoaisest  clam  of  the  people  were  left  to  carry  on  the 
spdrts  as  they  could.  The  city  government  even  went 
so  far  as  to  hire  carriages,  and  send  the  police  round  to 
drum  up  buffoons  to  make  a  show  of  popular  rejoicing, 
and  no  doubt  it  will  be  published  that  Rome  was  as  gay 
as  ever.  There  is  however  but  one  opinion  here  on  the 
subject,  and  that  u  ;  that  grief  is  at  the  heart  of  this  peo¬ 
ple.  An  attempt  was  made  te  get  up  a  religious  cele¬ 
bration  in  honor  of  the  slain  daring  the  revolution,  but 
dw  audiorities  checked  it;  many, however,  went  out  and 
strewed  flowers  upon  their  graves— the  flowers  which 
they  reftimd  to  fling  in  the  sports.  The  French  see  thie 
tumffected  sorrow  of  the  Romans  and  respect  them  for  it, 
but  they  thexssdves  are  not  very  resigned  to  the  tragic 
diillnem  of  the  city.  They  violated  the  order  of  the  Car¬ 
dinals  against  ssasked  balls,  and  got  into  trouble  with 
the  Roman  police.  The  French  General,  it  is  said,  had 
■oms  warm  words  xrith  the  Cardinals  in  consequence, 
and  d  the  soldiers  in  what  they  had  done.  There 
have  ntaaeroas  causes  of  irritation  lately  between 
the  Pieneh  and  the  Cardinals— such  for  example  as  the 
oeenpaacy  of  the  Inqniaitioa.

The  pleasures  in  which  mankind  indulge  in  this 
world,  as  well  as  the  graver  business  of  life,  must 
be  accounted  for  in  the  judgment.  This  truth,  it 
is  feared,  is  by  many  overlooked.  The  general 
doctrine  of  man’s  accountability  may  be  admitted, 
while,  at  the  same  time,  it  may  be  thought  that  sub¬ 
jects  in  themselves  so  insignificant  as  are  most  of 
our  pleasures,  are  too  unworthy  of  notice  to  have 
place  in  the  investigations  of  that  day.  This  im¬ 
pression,  if  indulged,  will  be  tound  to  be  a  very  grave 
— in  many  instance.s,  we  fear,  a  fatal  mistake.  For, 

1.  Pleasures,  as  truly  as  any  of  the  acts  of  life, 
are  the  objects  of  a  distinct  moral  choice  in  the 
soul.  The  individual  who  first  visits  the  theatre, 
finds,  if  not  already  inured  to  vice,  more  or  less  of 
a  mental  conflict  within  him.  Conscience,  not  yet 
stifled  in  its  monitions — the  lessons  of  parental 
counsel,  or  of  religious  truth — the  consciousness, 
that  by  the  universal  voice  of  good  men,  the  theatre 

If  he  then  deci^  to  cro  noi  ^ 
standing,  it  is  by  a  very  'distinct  and  deliberate 
choice,  rejecting  the  good — adopting  the  evil.  And 
shall  not  such  an  act  pass  that  review  appointed 
for  all  the  moral  acts  of  probation  ?  He,  who  at 
the  present  day,  in  the  lace  of  all  the  motives  to 
abstinence  which  trutli,  benevolence,  and  regard  for 
God  and  man,  urge  upon  him,  will  not  relinquish  the 
pitiful  gratification  of  the  intoxicating  cup,  chooses 
between  duty  and  appetite ; — shall  it  not  be  brought 
into  the  great  account  of  his  life  before  God  ?  The 
youth  who  seeks  the  excitement  of  the  ball-room, 
knowing  that  it  is  done  at  the  hazard  of  the  best  in¬ 
terests  of  the  soul,  of  stifling  conscience,  and  perhaps 
grieving  the  Spirit  of  God  forever,  makes  a  most  sol¬ 
emn  choice;  solemn, not  because  of  any  great  signifi¬ 
cance  in  the  mere  physical  exercise  of  dancing,  but 
because  it  is  a  moral  choice;  a  decision  between  right 
and  wrong,  a  deliberate  preference  of  the  service  of 
the  world  to  the  service  of  God.  Should  it  not  go  to 
the  judgment  along  with  all  other  moral  acts  ?  So 
with  all  pleasure,  whether  innocent  or  sinful.  In 
the  act  of  choosing  it  the  heart  is  employed  ;  con¬ 
science, intellect,will,every  moral  faculty  is  concern¬ 
ed  ;  making  what  often  appears  a  trivial  matter,  and 
which  without  these  might  be  a  trivial  matter,  one 
of  the  most  solemn  things  of  life  ;  an  immortal  ac¬ 
countable  soul  deciding  between  good  and  evil — 
between  holiness  and  sin. 

2.  The  pleasures  we  pursue  disclose,  often  most 
forcibly,  what  our  true  characters  are.  For  these 
are  what  had  been  resorted  to  as  the  delights  of  the 
soul.  In  them  were  its  joys,  as  Solomon  so  well 
describes  them,  “  the  ways  of  the  heart,”  “the  sight 
of  the  eyes,”  When  therefore,  out  of  the  vast  cir¬ 
cle  of  enjoyments  that  is  open  to  man  in  this  world ; 


“  I  told  you  that  he  would  fall  into  difficulty 
some  day.  Oh,  I  can  see  what  is  coming.  I  had 
my  presentiments  and  suspicions  that  all  was  not 
right.  I  told  you  «o.” 

Did  you  go  and  tell  him  about  it?  That  would 
have  been  the  part  of  true  friendship.  Perhaps  the 
catastrophe  that  now  so  triumphantly  proves  your 
prophetical  acumen,  might  have  been  prevented. 

Or  did  you  merely  whisper  it  about  to  others,  and 
gravely  shake  your  head,  and  express  your  fear  that 
something  might  be  wrong,  and  thus  lead  others  to 
doubt  the  integrity  of  your  fallen  brother  ?  Did  you 
thus  prepare  the  way  for  him,  that  when  the  fall 
came  it  might  be  the  more  crushing?  Perhaps

Well,  what  right  had  you  to  tell 
it  ?  Has  God  given  you  prescience  to  prognosticate 
evil  of  your  neighbors  ?  Those  birds  are  accounted 
the  vilest  that  can  scent  the  carcass  farthest.  It  is 
the  hated  and  dreaded  shark  that  follows  the  ship 
most  perseveringly  watching  for  the  dead.  You 
might  have  employed  time  and  speech,  to  far  more 
useful  purpose  than  striving  to  gain  reputation  as 
a  seer  of  evil. 

/  told  you  so.  Why,  you  seem  to  be  glad  of  it. 

There  is  an  air  of  triumph  over  your  fulfilled  pre¬ 
dictions.  Have  you  no  sorrow  or  pity  for  your 
fallen  brother  !  Then  you  have  been  indulging  to¬ 
wards  him  an  enmity  of  heart  that  has  in  it,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  teaching  of  Jesus,  the  fundamental 
element  of  murder.  This  triumphing  over  calamity 
or  crime,  shows  a  heart  in  affinity  with  devils. 

I  told  you  so.  Perhaps  you  use  this  phrase  to  the 
very  person  whose  heart  is  now  writhing  with 
shame  or  regret.  Do  you  think  it  the  best  way  to 
comfort  or  reclaim  by  parading  your  own  wonder¬ 
ful  foresight?  What  if  you  did  tell  him  so  !  That 
was  very  well,  if  it  was  done  with  a  right  purpose 
and  from  a  kind  motive.

I  am  not  sure  you  ever  did,  though 
you  say  it.  It  is  very  likely  to  be  your  imagination 
rather  than  your  memory  upon  which  you  are 
drawing  for  an  assurance  so  flattering  to  your  per¬ 
spicacity.  I  have  sometimes  knewn  persons  to  say 
reproachfully,  “  I  told  you  so,”  when  they  had  never 
told  any  such  thing,  but  had  rather  countenanced 
and  encouraged  the  course  that  led  to  the  lament¬ 
able  result.  There  is  no  phrase  in  ordinary  use,  of 
which  I  am  more  suspicious,  or  which  1  dislike 
worse  than  this : 


acquired  a  handsome  capital,  and  have  been  pro*- 
pered  beyond  my  most  sanguine  expectations.  Al¬ 
though  constantly  giving,  I  have  never  yet  touch¬ 
ed  the  bottom  of  my  fund,  and  have  repeatedly  been 
surprised  to  find  what  large  drafts  it  would  bear. 

“  This  system  has  been  of  vast  advantage  to  me, 
enabling  me  to  feel  that  my  life  is  directly  employ¬ 
ed  for  God.  It  has  tended  te  increase  my  faitn, 
and  led  me  to  look  forward  with  greater  joy  to¬ 
ward  my  heavenly  home.  It  has  afiorded  me  ^eat 
happiness  in  enabling  me  to  portion  out  the  Lord’s 
money,  and  has  enlisted  my  mind  more  in  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  Christ’s  cause.  Happy  privilege,  which, 
the  humblest  may  enjoy,  of  thus  associating  the 
common  labors  of  life  with  the  grateM  service  of 
the  Savior,  and  of  making  that  which  naturally 
leads  the  heart  from  God,  subserve  the  highest 
spiritual  good. 

“  This  system  has  saved  me  from  commercial 
dangers,  by  leading  me  to  simplify  business  and 
avoid  extensive  credits.  It  has  made  me  a  better 
merchant ;  for  the  monthly  pecuniary  observations 
which  I  have  been  wont  to  take,  though  often  quite 
laborious,  have  brought  me  to  a  better  knowledge 
of  the  state  of  my  affairs,  and  led  me  to  be  more 
cautious  and  prudent  than  I  otherwise  should  have 
been.  I  believe  this  system  tends  to  enlarge  the 
Christian’s  views,  increase  his  disinterestedness, 
and  leads  him  to  shun  the  tricks  of  trade.  My  own

“  Whether  I  succ^d  as  well  in  future,  I  leave 
entirely  to  God,  knowing  that  he  often  blesses  by 
adversity  ;  but  I  am  fully  determined  to  maintain 
a  system  which  thus  far  has  been  a  great  blessing 
to  me.” 

This  merchant  believes  that  a  plan  like  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  of  determining  beforeher^  to  give  statedly 
in  proportion  to  income,  might  be  adopted  by  every 
Christian,  with  great  benefit  to  himself  and  the 
cause  of  Christ.

shall  designate,  sacradly  set  apart  as  a  fund  for 
charity,  either  in  money  or  other  materials,  or  by 
entering  it  on  a  benevolent  account,  to  be  disbursed 
by  me  from  time  to  time,  according  as  the  various 
objects  of  benevolence  shall  seem  to  require. 


STATED  GIFTS  PROPORTIONED  TO  IN¬ 
COME. 

Nearly  thirty  years  since,  in  1821,  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Ripley  Cobb,  an  exemplary  young  merchant,  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Baptist  church  in  Boston,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-three  drew  up  and  subscribed  the 
following  covenant: 

“  By  the  grace  of  God,  I  will  never  be  worth 
more  than  $50,000. 

“  By  the  grace  of  God,  I  will  give  one-fourth  of 
the  net  profits  of  iny  business  to  charitable  and  re¬ 
ligious  uses. 

“  If  I  am  ever  worth  $20,000,  I  will  give  one-

after  $50,000.  Bo  help  me,  G«^  or  give  to  a  more 
faithful  Steward,  and  set  me  aside. 

“  N.  R.  Cobb.” 

To  this  covenant  Mr.  Cobb  adliered  with  consci¬ 
entious  fidelity,  till  he  had  acquired  $50,000,  after 
which  he  gave  all  liis  profits.  On  his  death-bed 
he  said  to  a  friend,  “  By  the  grace  of  God — nothing 
else — by  the  grace  of  God,  I  have  been  enabled, 
under  the  influence  of  these  resolutions,  to  give 
away  more  than  $40,000.  How  good  the  Lord  has 
been  to  me." 

Another  intelligent  friend  finds  .satisfaction  and 
benefit  in  a  more  literal  compliance  with  the  divine 
injunction,  “Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let 
every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath 
prospered  him.”  At  the  time  of  liis  private  devo¬ 
tion  every  Sabbath  evening,  he  sets  apart  from  the 
receipts  of  the  week  a  portion  for  his  charity  fund ; 
or  if  at  any  time  he  has  not  the  money,  he  credits 
the  sum  on  a  benevolent  account.  As  calls  are 
presented  he  draws  from  his  fund ;  and  if  an  urgent 
call  at  any  time  requires  more  than  he  has  thus  set 
apart,  he  charges  the  balance  on  his  benevolent 
account,  to  be  replaced  from  future  incomes.  Thus, 
his  contributions  are  identified  with  his  own  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  religion  and  growth  in  grace ;  he  gives 
“  not  grudgingly,”  but  of  “  a  willing  mind  ;”  appli¬ 
cations  for  charity  are  met  with  pleasure ;  and  he 
feels  that  in  all  he  receives  and  expends,  he  is  act¬ 
ing  as  a  steward  of  God. 

A  shoemaker  is  mentioned  in  an  Episcopal  peri¬ 
odical  at  Burlington,  New-Jersey,  whose  benevo¬ 
lence  was  known  to  be  large  for  one  in  his  circum¬ 
stances.  Being  asked  how  he  contrived  to  give  so 
much,  he  replied,  that  it  was  easily  done  by  ob«y- 
ing  St.  Paul’s  precept  just  quoted.  “I  earn,” 
said  he,  “  one  day  with  another,  about  a  dollar  a 
day,  and  I  can  without  inxonvenience  to  myself  or 
family,  lay  by  five  cents  of  this  sum  for  charitable 
purposes ;  the  amount  is  thirty  cents  a  week.  My 
wife  takes  in  sewing  and  washing,  and  earns  some¬ 
thing  like  two  dollars  a  week,  and  she  lays  by  ten

pleasures  ;  a  selection  is  made  of  those  which  are 
preferred,  is  it  not  manifest  that  in  making  this 
choice,  an  individual  most  distinctly  reveals  the 
secret  bias  of  the  heart  ?  Does  he  not  therein  de¬ 
clare  what  he  loves  best  ?  How  evidently,  then, 
ought  his  pleasures  to  go  to  the  judgment  with 
him ;  and,  when  he  is  placed  at  that  tribunal  for 
the  solemn  inquest  of  his  life,  be  brought  forth  to 
testify  what  he  is ;  to  disclose  to  the  universe  the 
hidden  relish  of  his  soul — its  affinity  or  aversion 
for  what  is  good  and  pure,  and  consequent  fitness 
or  unfitness  for  heaven  ? 

3.  The  pleasures  of  life  not  only  disclose  charac¬ 
ter,  but  exert  a  most  important  influence  inform¬ 
ing  it,  both  in  ourselves  and  others.  By  no  means 
perhaps,  are  men  more  rapidly  educated  for  their 
eternity  than  through  these ;  and  that  evidently, 
because  they  have  so  much  to  do  with  the  heart. 
Men  engage  in  them  differently  from  what  they  do 
in  other  things ;  not  from  necessity,  or  duty,  but 
because  they  love  them.  And  as  their  hearts  are 
peculiarly  in  these,  they  are  in  turn  peculiarly  af¬ 
fected  by  them.  The  moral  character  of  the  sin¬ 
ner  sinks  infinitely  more  in  one  unholy  debauch 
than  in  many  weeks  of  ordinary  business.  A  sin¬ 
gle  hour  at  cards  or  in  the  dance  will  deaden  con¬ 
science  and  harden  the  heart,  beyond  what  months 
of  the  common  pursuits  of  life  would  do.  Even  a 
single  word-an  oath,  or  an  obscene  jest,  may  set 
one  forth  in  the  path  of  corruption  with  a  fearfully 
accelerated  progress.  On  the  other  hand,  the  plea¬ 
sures  of  virtue  exalt  and  adorn  the  character ;  edu¬ 
cating  it  through  its  most  tender  susceptibilities 
into  a  congeniality  with  virtue  iuelf.  Should  not 
then  that  which  has  so  much  to  do  in  directing  and 
accelerating  the  work  of  probation,  go  to  the  judg¬ 
ment  with  us  ?  Should  we  not  pre-eminently  ac¬ 
count  there  for  that  which  has  pre-eminently  made 
us  what  we  are  ? 

And  our  pleasures,  too,  affect  others  as  well  as 
ourselves.  The  gambler  does  not  play  alone.  The 
lover  of  his  cups,  so  far  as  example  can  do  it,  sus¬ 
tains  the  dramshop  in  its  nefarious  traffick,  and 
keeps  the  deadly  stream  of  intemperance  full  to  the 
brim.  The  libertine  and  seducer,  for  a  moment  of 
guilty  pleasure,  plunges  two  souls  into  eternal  death. 
Aod  ahould  not  UuU  whicii  dow  ao  much  to  fom 


penny ;  so  that  altogether  we  lay  by  us  in  store 
forty  cents  a  week.  And  if  we  have  been  unusu¬ 
ally  prospered,  we  contribute  something  more. 
The  weekly  amount  is  deposited  every  Sunday 
morning  in  a  box  kept  fur  that  purpose,  and  reserv¬ 
ed  for  future  use.  Thus,  by  these  small  earnings, 
we  have  learned,  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive.  The  yearly  amount  saved  in  this 
way  is  about  twentyfve  dollars ;  and  I  distribute 
this  among  the  various  benevolent  societies,  ac 
cording  to  the  best  of  my  judgment.” 

The  Rev.  John  Wesley,  “  when  his  income  was 
£30  a  year,  lived  on  £28  and  gave  away  £2.  The 
next  year  his  income  was  £60,  and  still  living  on 
£28,  he  had  £32  to  give.  The  fourth  year  raised 
bis  income  to  £120,  and  steadfast  to  his  plan,  the 
poor  got  £92.”

REVIVAL  AT  BATTLE  CREEK. 

BattU  Creek,  4th  April,  1860. 

As  early  as  last  September  It  was  evident  that 
God’s  Spirit  was  at  work  in  the  church,  causing 
self-examinations  and  heart-searchings.  The  con¬ 
ference-meetings  took  a  new  interest.  The  “  old  set 
phrases”  were  discontinued,  and  the  prayers  were 
more  earnest  and  simple  in  their  language.  There 
was  less  of  form,  and  more  of  heart  in  them. 

The  preaching  on  the  Sabbath  was  listened  to 
with  more  interest,  and  made  deeper  and  more  last¬ 
ing  impressions,  and  “  those  that  feared  the  Lord” 
began  to  speak  “  often  with  one  another.”  This  in¬ 
terest  increased  gradually.till  January,  when  it  was 
thought  advisable  to  increase  the  number  of  our 
meetings.  The  Spirit  of  God  had  gone  before  and 
prepared  the  hearts  of  his  people  to  pray  earnestly, 
and  labor  diligently  in  the  gathering  xf  the  har¬ 
vest  into  the  Lord’s  garner. 

The  Rev.  John  T.  Avery  was  invited  to  come 
to  our  assistance,  and  for  four  weeks  we  enjoyed 
daily  the  ministrations  of  the  word.  Brother 
Avery’s  preaching  was  plain,  practical,  earnest,  and 
accompanied  with  the  demonstration  of  the  Spirit. 
The  impressions  made  from  the  pulpit  were  deep¬ 
ened  by  the  faithful  convcr.'^ations  of  Christians, 

truth  fn  a  signal  way.  Backsliders  were  reclaim¬ 
ed  and  brought  back  to  the  feet  of  Jesus.  Fathers 
who  had  come  near  to  the  verge  of  life  impenitent, 
were  converted  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  their 
pious  children ;  and  husbands  who  had  long  resist¬ 
ed  the  Spirit  have  erected  the  family-altar,  and  are 
rejoicing  with  their  households  in  God’s  blessing 
upon  them.  While  many  parents  have  found  the 
covenant  of  Jehovah  signally  verified  to  them  in 
the  conversion  of  their  baptized  children. 

Sixty  converts,  fifteen  of  whom  are  heads  of 
families,  are  now  under  instruction  preparatory  to 
admission  to  our  church,  and  others  have  given 
their  hearts  to  the  Savior,  and  are  only  waiting 
for  the  evidence  which  a  longer  experience  will 
give  them,  “  to  join”  themselves  publicly  “in  a  per¬ 
petual  covenant  with  the  Lord,  which  shall  not 
be  broken.” 

The  Methodist  and  Baptist  churches  in  our  vil¬ 
lage  have  also  shared  largely  in  God’s  blessing. 
The  entire  Christian  community  has  been  awaken¬ 
ed,  and  is  intent  upon  serving  Jesus  more  faithfully 
in  the  future. 

More  than  200  will  have  been  added  to  the 
various  churches  in  our  village,  as  the  ingathering 
of  this  spiritual  harvest.  Our  village  numbers 
2200  inhabitants,  and  our  churches  about  500  mem¬ 
bers.  This  has  been  a  memorable  winter  for  the 
churches  in  Michigan,  quite  as  much  so  in  propior- 
tion  to  their  size,  as  the  winter  of  1740  was  for 
New-England. 

Revivals  are  now  in  progress  in  Marshall,  and 
Albion,  and  Dexter,  and  Niles,  and  Pontiac. 

I  rejoice  also  to  see  from  the  revival  list  of  the 
Evangelist  that  they  are  by  no  means  confined  to 
Michigan,  but  that  many  churches  in  different 
parts  of  the  land  are  rejoicing  in  the  outpouring 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  May  these  revivals  extend  till 
God’s  children  everywhere  are  awake  to  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  their  calling,  and  the  whole  earth 
will  then  soon  be  brought  under  the  dominion  of 
Jesus.

INFLUENCE  IMPERISHABLE. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  an  address  re¬ 
cently  delivered  before  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association  of  London,  published  in  the  Christian 
Times : 

Every  private  Christian,  if  he  be  a  cheerful, 
humble,  holy,  and  intelligent  one,  is  constantly 


advantage,  that  it  meets  the  case  of  business  men  j  whatever  his  walk  or  occupation  in  life,  appeal 
who  feel  that  they  cannot  know  what  their  income  j  ing  lo  the  consciences  of  those  by  whom  he  js  sur- 
is,  oftener  than  monthly,  or  yearly.  In  answer  to 
inquiries,  he  gave  the  following  statement :  “  After 
my  conversion  my  gifts  were  much  from  impulse, 
and  I  was  often  troubled  to  know  my  duty.  A 
few  years  more  of  untiring  activity,  and  I  found 
myself  without  property  or  capital.  It  was  at  this 
time,  that  in  consecrating  niy  life  anew  to  God, 
aware  of  the  ensnaring  influence  of  riches,  and  the 
necessity  of  deciding  on  a  plan  of  charity  before 
wealth  should  bias  my  judgment,  I  adopted  the 
following  .system : 

“  I  decided  to  balance  my  accounts,  as  nearly  a.s 
1  could,  every  month  ;  and  reserving  such  portion 
of  profits  as  might  appear  adeijuate  to  cover  proba¬ 
ble  losses,  to  lay  aside,  by  entry  on  a  benevolent 
account,  one-tenth  of  the  remaining  profitSj  great  or 
small,  as  a  fund  for  benevolent  expenditure.  I 
further  determined,  that  if  at  any  time  my  net  pro¬ 
fits,  that  is,  profits  from  which  clerk  hire  and  store 
expenses  had  been  deducted,  should  exceed  $500  in  ^ 
a  month,  I  would  give  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent.;  \ 


rounded.  And  though  men  die,  their  influence 
lives,  stretches  all  through  time,  and  touches  eter¬ 
nity.

umns  and  that  roof  stood  there  ages  before  the  date 
of  the  oldest  tablet,  and  bid  fair  to  stand  for  centu¬ 
ries  yet  to  come,  when  generation  after  generation, 
whose  deeds  shall  form  subject-matter  for  the  future 
pages  of  our  national  history,  shall  have  passed 
away.
